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There are many phases in the life of an in¬ 
dividual at Winnipeg Bible College. Over the next 
eight pages, the life of a typical college student is 
given as a picture presentation. 
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The first activity is always registration where 
guidance from the faculty and the completion of 
forms are the order of the hour. 

The normal workload for a college student is 16 
hours a week. A variety of courses are offered in 
Bible, Biblical languages, Theology, Christian 
Education, and the Humanities. 

Students learn under the expert instruction of our 
faculty men who specialize in these differing areas. 
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The routine of the regular class day sends the 
students scurrying to the library where study and con¬ 
centrated effort becomes essential. Mid-terms and 
quizzes soon come upon the students and that means 
study.

The students will agree that this is a true 
statement. The testing periods keep the students 
honest with themselves, with the faculty, and with 
God.
